SIR: My attention has been called to a letter from Captain William 
Armstrong, acting superintendent W. T., dated at the Choctaw Agency, 
on 29th September last, inclosing a copy of a representation from the 
principal chiefs of the Chickasaw Nation in council, dated 9 September, 
setting forth a request to be furnished with seven additional months’ 
provisions, commencing on 1 January next. The acting superintendent 
ack in his letter, the request is signed by the king and principal 
chiefs. 

. The treaty made with them on the 20 Oct., 1882, provides (third arti- 
cle) that they shall receive the proceeds of all the land they ceded by it, 
as sales shall be made from time to time, deducting therefrom the ex- 
penses of surveying and selling, and the 10 article stipulates that when 
` they determined to remove, the money necessary for their transporta- 

tion and journey, and to subsist them for one year after their arrival at 
their new homes, shall be paid out of the sales of their ceded lands. 
It is asserted in the 11 article that the Chickasaws have resolved “ to 
create a perpetual fund for the use of the nation forever, out of the pro- 
ceeds” of the ceded land, and “to invest a large proportion of the 
money arising from the sale of the land in some safe and valuable 
stocks, which will bring them in au annual interest or dividend, to be 
used for all uational purposes, leaving the principal untouched, intend- 
ing to use the interest alone”; and in furtherance of their purpose it is 
stipulated that the investment shall be equal to at least three-fourths 
„Of the net proceeds of the sales of the lands, and “as much more as 
the nation may determine, if there shall be a surplus, after supplying 
all the national wants.” But if their wants should cail for more than 
one-fourth, they might, with the consent of the President and Senate, 
ne such additional sum as was reasonable, replacing it out of the fature 
sales. 
_ Afterwards, viz, on 24 May, 1834, another treaty was made with them. 
By the 13 article it is provided (among other things) that so much of 
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their stoeks may be sold, “with the consent of the President and Senate, 
‘as Shall be adjudged necessary for establishing schools, mills, black- 
smiths’ shops; and for the education of their children; and for any other 
- needful purpose which their situation may make, and by the President 
“cand Senate be considered necessary.” ‘Chere is also a stipulation that 
< the United States shall provide for their safe removal to their future 
“destination, and furnish supplies for their support for one year there- 
after, if the Indians shall desire them for so long a period, to be charged 
=< stoe the. National Chickasaw account, if their fund shall be found large 
enough to meet them and other expenses under the treaty. 
“Phe lith article contains a covenant that the interest of the stocks 
ghall be annually paid to the Chickasaws. The 14th article of the 
~--gecond treaty revokes the first so far as they are inconsistent, with the 
exception of the 12th and 13th articles not material here. 
coy A law was passed on the 20 April, 1836, directing that all moneys 
- yaised by the sale of Chickasaw lauds “ shall be paid into the Treasury 
- of the United States in the same manner that moneys received for the 
~~ gales of public lands are paid into the public Treasury.” The second 
section directs “that all payments required to be made, and all moneys 
required to be vested by the said treaty, are hereby appropriated in 
conformity to it, and shall be drawn from the Treasury, as other public 
moneys are drawn therefrom, under such instructions as may from time 
to time be given by the President.” i 

The provisions of both treaties are substantially the same as to the 
authority for expenditures not provided for in either. It appears to 
me that the first treaty engagement for an investment, not smaller than 
three-fourths of their net fund, is still in force. The whole of the 
Chickasaw sales for the nation (as I am informed at the Treasury where 
this brauch of their business is managed) amount to $2,473,93398,, and 
(besides investments) there have been expended under the treaties 
$421,272,85,, being less than one-fourth of the whole fund now realized. 
The 11th article of the treaty of 1832 would, perhaps, warrant the ex- 
penditure by the Executive, on the request of the Chickasaws, of any 
sum not exceeding one-fourth of their whole uational money, provided 
it was not invested; but there is in the Treasury only $8,185.48, cents 
belonging to them, which will be altogether inadequate to the liquida- 
tion of balances tor the year’s subsistence. The 13 article of the last 
treaty seems to embrace the case, and provides for a sale of stocks to 
meet such an emergency, with the consent of the President and Senate. 
Indeed, considering this article and the ilth of the first treaty in cou- 
nection, I think uo extraordinary disposition of their money (by which 
is meant for purposes out of the treaties) can be made without the con- 
_ Sent of the President and Senate. 

There will be due to them ou Ist January next the semi-annual in- 
terest on their investment. That interest, by the 11th article of the 
treaty of 1834, is made payable annually to them, but with the consent 
of the President and Senate might receive the direction the Indians 
desire. 

The law of 1836 is not in the way, if the President and Senate think 
proper to consent to the application of the last six month» interest as 
required, and to a sale of whatever amount of stocks might be neces- 
sary to carry out their wishes, as it provides expressly for such psy- 
ments as shall be required by, or shall be made in conformity with, the 
treaty. These persons are not entitled to participate in the gratuity of 
$150,000 provided for indigent Indians by the law of 7th July last. 
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The investments for orphans and incompetent Chickasaws are not no- 
ticed, because not applicable to any national purpose, 

There are 4,600 of these Indians west of the Mississippi, whose an- 
nual treaty subsistence will expire on Ist January next. It is estimated 
that it will require $19,320 per month to support them, making for 
seven months an aggregate of $135,240. i ; : 

I respectfully submit this matter to you for your consideration, and, 
if you think proper, that it may receive such direction as is necessary 
to procure the consent of the President and Senate to the proposed 
measures.

BUSHY CREEK, September 9th, 1838. 

We, the undersigned, chiefs and head men of the Chickasaws, have 
met in council to take into view the propriety of receiving more pro- 
visions. 

We would respectfully represent to our great Father, the President 
or the United States, that since our emigration we have suffered 
severely by sickness, many of our people have died, and the general 
drought through the Indian country has been particularly felt through 
ours. For these reasons, together with the fact that many of our people 
arrived too late to make a crop, makes it our duty to apply for further 
subsistence. We believe that if seven months’ provisions is issued to 
us, commencing on the Ist January, we should be able from our next 
crop to provide for ourselves. As we have been furnished with beef, 
we wish to receive about an equal proportion of pork and stock hogs 
for the seven months’ meat rations. Our situation so obviously requires 
further subsistence that we deem it u unecessary to say more.

Major Baker was the senior captain of ordnance and entitled to the 
first promotion in his own corps, and Major Lomax was the senior cap- 
tain of artillery and entitled to the first promotion in bis corps. 

Were Baker and Lomax both to rank as majors from the same date, 
the latter would take precedence of the former, because, in the artillery, 
(his own proper arm), Lomax’s commission of captain was older than 
Baker’s captaincy of ordnance. - 

A chauge in the date of Lomax’s commission of major from the 9th to 
the 7th of July would produce this effect. It would be giving to Lo- 
max the choice of promotion in two corps, his own and the ordnance, to 
the great prejudice of the rauk of Baker, the senior captain of ordnance. 
"= Besides, such an arrangement would conflict with the regulation gov- 
erning transfers of officers, which provides that “in no ease will an offi- 
cer of one regiment be put into another where the transfer would preju- - 
dice the rank of any officer of either regiment.” By this regulation of 
the Army, which is a fixed rule of the service, Major Baker must neces- 
sarily take precedence of Major Lomax,and whether Major Baker be 
considered as filling the vacancy oecasioned by Major Worth’s promo- 
tion on the 7th July, or, as holding one of the majorities created by the 
act of July 5th, by the regulation heretofore referred to and by the usage 
and principles of the service, Major Baker, as senior captain of ordnance, 
must take rank of every other officer of similar grade coming by trans- 
fer or otherwise into his own corps. And this rule would be violated 
were Major Lomax to rank from the same date as Major Baker, and 
Major Baker’s interest would be injuriously and unjustly affected. If, 
_ therefore, the date of the commission of Major Lomax were to be changed 
~ to the 7th July, it would be necessary to change the date of Baker’s 
commission to the 6th July in order to secure to the latter officer the 
seniority to which by law and regulation he is fully entitled.

In order to avoid unnecessary delay, I submit it to your 
consideration in order to receive an expression of your opinion as to the 
manner of obtaining the assent of the minors, whereby all unnecessary 
delay in the final action upon the treaty will be avoided.

The Seeretary of State has the honor to report to the President that, 
according to his instructions, Mr. Martinez, the Mexican minister pleni- 
potentiary, was invited to the Department of State in order to ascertain 
if he had auy recent information on the subject of the convention be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, transmitted by him to Mexico for 
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‘ratification by his Government. Mr. Martinez called yesterday and 
-stated that he was without definite information, but expected daily to 
receive it. He supposed the delay was occasioned by the troubled eon. 
‘dition of Mexican affairs, and hoped we would make all due allowances © - 
for unavoidable delays. When asked if be had power to enlarge the 
time for the exchange of ratifications, he said that all his instructions 
had been fulfilled on the signature of the treaty. The Secretary called 
his attention to information just received at the Department from 
Mexico that the treaty was about to be submitted to the Mexican Con- 
gress, and he was requested to state what had changed the views of his 
Government on the question of ratifying the convention, he himself 
having stated, pendiug the negotiation, that the President, Bustamente, 
believed be had full power under the decree of the 20th of May, 1837, 
to ratify the convention without a reference of it to Congress. He re- 
plied that he did not know the causes which had produced this change 
of opinion. Mr. Martinez appeared to be very solicitous to bave it un- 
derstood that he had done everything in his power to hasten the ex- 
change of ratifications, and to have every allowance made, in consequence 
of the disturbed state of Mexico and her pending war with France, 
From this conversation and the accompanying extracts from two letters 
from the consul of the United States at Mexico, the President will see 
that it is by no. means improbable, if the ratification of the convention 
should have been decreed by the Congress of Mexico, that the ratifica- 
tion may not reach the city of Washington until after the 10th of Feb- 
ruary. , The Secretary therefore respectfully rep: eseuts to the President 
whether it is not advisable to ask the consent of the Senate to the ex- 
change of the ratifications after the expiration of the time limited, if 
such exchange shall be offered by the Mexican Government, by their 
agent duly authorized for that purpose. Unless this authority can be 
granted, a new convention will have to be negotiated and the whole 
Subject passed over until after the next session of Congress.

Mr. Sevier, from the Committee on Indian Affairs, to whom was re- 
ferred, on the 22d of January last, the message communicating the 
treaty with the New York Indians, made at Buffaloe on the 15th of Jan- 
uary, 1838, as amended by the Senate by resolution of ratification of the 
lith of June, 1838, and to whom have since been referred the several 
memorials, letters. resolutions, and communications upon the subject of 
said treaty, submitted the following report: 

The Committee on Indian Affairs, to whom was referred the Presi- 
dent’s message of the 21st of January, 1839, transmitting a treaty as 
amended by the Senate, which was negotiated by Ransom H. Gillet, a 
commissioner on the part of the United States, and the chiefs, head- 
men, &c., of the New York Indians, &c., report: 

That the original treaty was concluded on the 15th of January, 1838, 
by Ransom H. Gillet, a commissioner on the part of the United States, 
and the chiefs, headmen, and warriors of the several tribes of the New 
York Indians, and which treaty, thus concluded, was, on the 23d day 
of April, 1838, transmitted by the President for the advisement and 
consent of the Senate. 

On the 11th of June, 1838, this treaty was considered by the Senate, 
and on that day was ratified on certain conditions. These conditions 
were that the treaty should be modified and amended in several essen- 
tial particulars, and that these amendments or modifications should 
be fully and fairly explained to each tribe, separately assembled in 
open council, and that a majority of the chiefs should voluntarily 
and freely assent to each and all of the amendments made by the Sen- 
ate. This being done, it was the sense of the Senate that the treaty 
should, in that event, be binding and complete, and in tailure thereof, 
that the treaty should have no force or effect. 

The committee have endeavored to ascertain if the treaty, as amended, 
had been fully and fairly explained in open council to each tribe sep- 
arately assembled, and with this view they have carefully examined all 
the documents submitted with the treaty, and have had before them 
several witnesses whose testimony they have taken, and submit the 
same herewith, with this report—and after this examination, and after 
hearing this testimony, which was taken in the presence of the com- 
missioner and of the agent of the Senecas, and in the presence also of 
the respective delegations of Senecas, one of which is in favor of, and 
the other against, the treaty as amended, they are unanimously of opinion 
that the amendments aforesaid were fully and fairly explained to the 
Indians referred to, in open counsel, to each tribe separately assembled. 

The next inquiry with the committee was to ascertain if the amended 
treaty, when explained as above stated, had been freely and voluntarily 
assented to by a majority of the Senecas. 

In respect to all the tribes except the Senecas, the application ap- 
pears to have been satisfactory to the Executive; and there being no 
question submitted as to the assent of the other tribes, the committee 
have confined themselves exclusively to an inquiry into the assent given 
to the amendments by the Senecas, and have endeavored to ascertain 
if a majority of the chiels of this tribe had freely and voluntarily as- 
sented to the amendments according to the terms of the resolution of 
the 11th of June, 1838. 

Upon this branch of the subject the committee have had much diffi- 
culty, and to solve these difficulties they have consulted the documents 
aforesaid and have heard testimony. 
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‘It appears from the testimony that the treaty-making power with 
this tribe is vested in and exercised by the chiefs. It appears from 
the testimony of the agent of the tribe, and from the testimony of the 
chiefs who testified before us on the side of the treaty or emigrating 
party, that the number of the chiefs is eighty-one; and, on the other 
hand, itis sworu to by those opposing the treaty, and who are against 
emigrating, that there are upwards of ninety chiefs of the Senecas, and 
it is proved that during the sitting of the council, which lasted for weeks, 
that the greater part of those chiefs attended the council occasionally, 
and as many as sixty ata time. It appears from the letter of Mr. 
Gillet, dated Washington, 25th October, 1833, on page 13 of the writter 
document addressed to Mr. Crawford, of the Indian Bureau, that “ the 
Seneca Nation is divided on the question of emigration”; that * there is. 
a large and highly respectable and intelligent portion who are the. un- 
wavering friends of emigration, while another considerable portion ap- 
pear to be its inflexible opponents.” “ There is a third class who do not 
appear to have sufficient independence of mind and character to be de- 
scribed as belonging to or acting with either party, and while the cur- 
rent of their feelings seems to be with the emigration party, they are 
often restrained from action by the threats and compulsion of the oppo- 
site party.” He adds, “ This was the condition of the tribe at the open- 
ing of the council.” 

At page sixteen of the same document, in the letter aforesaid, the 
commissioner, after describing the course he had taken to obtain signa- 
tures of assent to the amended treaty by obtaining leases for them, &e., 
he states: “ I presented the manuscript copy of the amended treaty, to 
which I had attached a written assent. 1 informed the council that 
those who chose to do so could sign it, and those who, from tear or 
other cause, preferred signing at my room, in presence of myself, the 
superintendent from Massachusetts, the agent, and such other persons 
as might be present, might do so. I then received sixteen signatures, 
and subsequently, at my room, in presence of General Dearborn, thirteen, 
and two other signatures at the rooms of chiefs who were too unwell to 
attend council, making in all thirty-one chiefs. These were all by per- 
sons who understood the subject, aud were freely and voluntarily given.” 

At page eighteen of the same document the commissioner sums the 
details of his negotiation, which was signed, as before stated, by thirty- 
one chiefs, by saying: “ The question then arises, is it necessary to have 
the names of all the chiefs ou the reservation? If so, it was not sufti- 
ciently signed in my presence; if not, need it be more than a majority 
of all who attended this council? This is what is usually required 
in legislative bodies, and, reasoning from analogy, the assent is suffi- 
ciently signed. If it requires a wajority of all who, from time to time, 
may have been for short periods at council, it 1s not in my power to 
give you the necessary information whereon to decide.” The commis- 
sioner then concludes his report by saying}; “In the foregoing statement 
I have stated everything which I Suppose at all material to a right un- 
derstanding of the whole matter, including all the facts which either the 
friends or opponents of emigration could desire,” &e. 

The above the committee consider the substance of Mr. Gillet’s report, 
aud, for fear of doing injustice, have quoted hisown language, and given, 
as it is entitled to receive, the most implicit credence to the whole of 
his statement; and after doing so the committee are unanimously of 
Opinion that the assent of the majority of the chiefs of the Seneca 
Nation, or of those who attended the council during its sitting, had not 
been obtained at the date of that report. And ip this light it appears 
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to have been viewed by the Executive, or else he would have disposed of 
it as he did of the other tribes who were parties to this treaty. But 
-the commissioner made another report, which we will now examiue, 
Having failed, as the Executive evidently considered, in obtaining such 
an assent to the amended treaty as the resolution of the Senate required, 
he was dispatched a secoud time to the Senecas ; aud in bis report of 
his doings in this second mission he says, in his second report to the 
Commissioner, at page nineteen of the same document: “You have 
heretofore received a full report of all that transpired prior to your in- 
structions of the 30th of October last. On the receipt of those instruc- 
tions,” (what those instructions were have not been made known to the 
committee) “I repaired to Buffalo, New York, for the purpose of carry- 
ing them into effect. On my arrival there I was joined by General 
Dearborn, the superintendent appointed by the governor of Massachu- 
setts, who continued with me until the close of my visit there. He was 
present and witnessed every signature to the assent except one, which 
was taken while he was confined to bis room by indisposition. Soon 
after my arrival there I directed the United States subagent to give 
public notice that I was present and was authorized to receive the sig- 
natures of such chiefs as desired to give them, and that the superin- 
tendent from Massachusetts was also present to discharge the duty as- 
signed to bim by the authorities of his State. After this notice ten 
additional names were received to the assent, making in ail forty one.” 

The above is all that is contained, in the opinion of the committee, in 
the second report, materially bearing upon the subject now immediately 
under consideration, and the analysis of the whole of the two reports is 
that sixteen chiefs signed the amended treaty in open council; thirteen 
in his room, in person or by attorney; two at their own houses, where 
they were sick ; and ten ou the second mission, acting under the insuruc- 
tions of the 30th of Cctober, making in all forty-one, being only a ma- 
jority of one, and that majority is made by rating the chiefs at the 
lowest estimate. This number has been increased by three additional 
names which have been forwarded since the treaty has been under con- 
sideration, which increases the number of those who have assented to 
forty-four. If these forty-four had signed the amended treaty in open 
council the committee would consider that the requirements of the 
Senate had been complied with, at least with the appearance of having 
a majority. But it is in vain to contend that the signatures of the last 
ten, which were obtained on the second mission, or of the three who 
have sent on their assent lately, is such a signing as was contemplated 
by the resolution of the Senate. It is competent, however, for the 
Senate to waive the usual and customary forms in this instance, and con- 
sider the signatures of these last thirteen as good as though they had 
been obtained in open council. But the committee cannot recommend 
the adoption of such a practice in making treaties, for divers good rea- 
sons which must be obvious to the Senate; aud among those reasons, 
against these secret individual negotiations, is the distrust created that 
the chiefs, by so acting, are doing what a majority of their people do 
not approve of, or else that they are improperly acted upon by bribery 
or threats and unfair influences. In this case we have most ample illus- 
trations. Those opposed to the treaty accuse several of those who have 
signed their assent to the amended treaty with having been bribed, 
and in at least one instance they make out the charge very clearly. 

In the Indian lands there are two separate interests of our own citi- 
zens—the one are the lessees of the Indians, and the other the pre-emp- 
tive claimants; and these two white interests seem to be as violently 
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: -arrayed against each other as are the two divisions of the [Indians them - 
` gelves, and, asactive partisans, take sides. with the Indian party accord- 
ing to their interests. 

“Lhe above are the leading facts of this negotiation, and the commit- 
tee, being but four in number, have been unable to agree upon any rec- 
ommendation to the Senate other than to submit the facts, and this 
they do for the future action of the Senate.
